FTER an exhaustive examina 

population trends, the | nited Nations 
Department of Social Affairs has pro- 
duced a sobering analysis of what may 
turn out to be the world's major problem 
in the not-distant future: that of feeding 
its population. Available statistics show 
the present population of the world to be 
about 2,500,000,000 It is expanding at 
the rate of 30,000,000—or about twice the 
total population of the whole of Canada 
—each vear. If present tendencies con- 
tinue the total will approach 4,000,000,000 
within the even of those now 
entering middle age. The problem there- 
fore is by no means as remote as might 
be believed 
. A world population of 4,000,000,000 
within the next 30 years is, of course, 
merely an estimate, It may prove 
short of the mark if modern public health 
and sanitation services continue to ad- 
vance at the rate shown in recent years 
It is the spectacular’ success of these 
sciences which accentuates problem 
of those concerned with the economics of 
the situation. At present the increase in 
population is matched by a 
proportionate increase in fhe production 
of food and other necessities of life 

The United Nations survey points out 
that this is due chiefly to the fact that 
economic and conditions differ

British Columbia's economy and reduced 
over-all returns from one of the primary 
industries of the province, As matters 
stand, marketing the salmon pack may 
be the difficult feat, but there would be 
little to market if the fisheries themselves 
remained at a standstill. On every count 
it is good to see the resumption of fishing, 
an occupation which brings a liv elihood to 
thousands of individuals in B.C. 

Coastwise fishing has become a highly 
integrated pursuit these days Interna- 
tional agreement sets the open seasons 
on the various species of fish under joint 
Canadian-American control, Area and 
catch limits, fishing times and week end
